grounds, >ill>xin^ that Prendergast's 
rights as m tin- man had been violated 
by the reiusa. ui the tnal court to allow 
him to talk \ h^ n he pleiised and tO Mt 
as his own att 'rn'.'y if so chose. 

The federit, judged, aftt-i iK'ttrmg the 
arguments, declined to grant the fit.iy 
asked. Then thi» iittorneys aimounct d 
that they were prottH3diiig on the ba^''' 
of Frend'-rga-st s insaiiity having devM 
ope<l since his inipri.soninent. They tcl- 
egraphtd Governor Altgeld, vv}io is lu 
Biloxi, Miss., for a repnevi: until a hear- 
ing could be ha<l. The governor de- 
cline<l to act. he having left the lieuten- 
ant governor in the e.xecutive chair.

Said the judge: "Tii<! ciu^f a.-t it now 
, stands is as follows: The state ha-; ap- 
peared and declaretl itself ready 1 1 \>T^h 
'.'eed. It has conceded to the deioudaut 
the right to a trial. Tlie court 
reqnired the det'ensj to intro<luce 
further s'videnco to make a prima facia 
:;ase. raising a reasonable doubt as to the 
sanity of ttie prisoner. 

"The question is not one of the guilt of 
the prisoner, but wheth r he. iK.tween 
the time of the judgment of the court 
and the execution of his sentence has 
bMom* insane, nie oout baa the 
powMT to Mupand a jury and tiyfhia 
case. 

"It is now nearly midnight, and it is 
apparent to cotinsel on both sidea that 
toe trial could not be conducted before 
the time api>oiuted for the execution. 
Shall the court be left powerlsM to pro- 
long the time of the execution of the 
sentence 'i' From the authorities 1 am 
satisfieil that the court has that inherent 
power. 

"Now, has good cause been shown why 
the time of the execution should be pro- 
longed? Two witnesses say that this 
man has become insane since the judg- 
ment of court. One testified to a onange 
in his manner and less coberenoe in bis 
language indicating insanity. 

"Another witness at first believing that 
defendant had control over his action 
has, finoe the judtanest of the court, be- 
come convinced that the defendant has 
no control over his actions, bat is entire- 
ly irresponsible and insane. 

"The question ought to be submitted 
to a jury and investigation be made 
quietly and duly. It would bainoon- 
ststent with humanity and justice to 
«ompel a trial at midnight. For the 
foregoing reasons the court will prolong 
the execution of Patrick Eugene Pren- 
dargast."

The figures for the United SUtee al- 
thooi^ not yet quite complete, indicate 
an tac r eas o of t*.000,00O over those for 
189S; the increase in South Africa will 
be abont 10,000,000, in Russia about 
1900,000 and in Australia also abont y500,- 
UOO. There will be small gains hi other 
ooontries, inoludixur China and Japan, 
but thay may be ofuet by small losses 
elaewhere. 

The returns firom Russia and Austra- 
lia are not yet complete and may show 
an even larger increase than has bei^n 
estimated by Mint Director Preston.

The officers of the league say that if 
the men ar>3 lynched they will make a 
test case and bring pressure to bear that 
will cause congress to appoint an inves- 
tigating committee. 

The fomiation of the league by the 
colored i)eople has aroused considerable 
interest among the white people of the 
city. The Woman's Christian Temjier- 
ancu union of Chicago and Presidont 
Qunsaulus of the Armour institute 'will, 
it is stated, endeavor to form a Cauca- 
sian anti-iynching league. 

The original league was fonue<l by the 
colored people very recently with the 
objei;t or e.\ertiug influence looking to 
the sujipression of the fre<iueut Ijrncbing 
of ookned men. A platform was adopt- 
ed and Fred DonglaaB elected preaident.

A 
bloody tragedy occurre<l at Miilvale yes- 
terday evening, .lohn Sanders, a Polish 
boardinghouso keeper, had a quarrel 
with Mike Bosbop, and fired at the lat- 
ter with a rifle. The shot missed Bosh- 
op, bnt Idllad a S-year-old boy in his f 
mother's arms in an adjoining room. 
The second shot entered Bosbop's body 
near the heart. Sanders then accnsad 
his wife of being too intimate with tha 
boarders and shot her twice, in the leg 
and in the neck. The latter wound will 
probably* prove fatal, and it is believed 
that Boshop can live but a few hours. 

In less than an hour a mob of 500 
gathered at Sanders and attempted to 
tear down the house. Sanders fired upon 
them until his ammunition was exliaust- 
e<l and wfis then arrested. An effort 
was maile t<j lynch him, but the sheriff 
prevailed \iixm the mob to let the law 
take its course.

Mrs. Schmidt, who last Octolier quar- 
reled with Oscar Walten, a tenant on 
one of her father's farms, and shot him 
dead, is a wealthy German and ii mak- 
ing a deaperate fight for her liberty. 
The supreme court ruled against her on 
a motion to be admitted to bail and she 
baa been in jail five months. Mrs. 
Schmidt is the foster daughter of the 
late Baroness SchingUng and at her 
death, six years ago, inheritad bar eatata 
of $100,000.

PROTECTION TO LABOR SYNONV- 
M0V8 WITH A REDUCTION 
OF WAGES. 
It ifl an old saying that a poor excuse is 
belter than none, remarks the Cincinnati 
Weekly Eoqairer. This may be true un- 
leaa the excuse is so flagrantly false that 
nobody can ho (kwivcil by it. NoUiinK 
it more common than the reduction of 
the wages of labor by manafactnren up- 
on the pretext that by reason of foreiRU 
competition such reduction is absolutely 
neoenary, when upon an •xamina^n it 
ia found to be a false pretense. Illustra- 
tions abound in almost every protracted 
industry. The American Axe and Tool 
Company recently cut the wages of its 
employes, giving as the reason the prob- 
able passage of the Wilson bill. Siaee th$ 
adoption qf Uu McKinley law this company 
hat teveral timet reduced tin' pay of it$ ioork- 
ini; fnrr, . Tiic bi>;h (luties provided for 
in that law invited the organization of a 
tnut. Fourteen tiotorlee were embraced 
in the trust under the name of the Amer- 
ican Axe and Tool Company. The com- 
bination immediately advanced the price 
of axes $2 per dozen and reilured the pay 
of their employes. Was there such sharp 
competition by foreign manufacturers in 
our home market that an advance in the 
price and a reduction of wages were 
rendered necessary? On the contrary, 
even before the imposition of the in- 
creased dnty it was the boast that Amei^ 
ican manufactiircrs of a.xes were sujjply- 
ing the world. They were exporting 
axes and nnderselling them in foreign 

countries. If they urrr Killing their 
tools aitroad in tucceujui comjtitUioii u Uli Uw 
produeU of pauper labor, did lh«y need pro- 
tvtion In the luniii' iiKtrbl' Tlie tariff en- 
abled the company to add an extra jirofit 
of $2 a dozen, and instead of dividing thi* 
extra profit with il* tuorhnm it put it in U» 
own pocMs and\proceded to redact viuget at 
Hie sfuiir tune. 

What an illustration of the avarice and 
the greed of capitalists I What an exam- 
pit- of sympathy with workingmen ! How 
aliallow and hypocritical the pretense 
that the main purpose of a tariff ia to se- 
cure to American W(«rkiiij;men an in- 
creased reward for their toil ! The lol>- 
bies of Congress are crowded with the 
officers of corporations, tbcir n^ents and 
attorneys, all pleading with tears the 
cause of workingmen. When their efforti 
mere crowned irltk mccea and the protection 
of the McKinley law was roucheafed to tabor 
innti'ad of an adranee nj wagi if there teug a 
univerml reduction! How long will it be 
before our toilers will discover that 
promised i>rotection is a sham, a cheat, a 
swindle? is the pertinent question of the 
Enquirer.

In con- 
clusion, Mr. Mills says: 

Everyone understands the ad vaTbrem 
rate. All the taxes in all the States, 
counties and cities are ad valorem. All 
till' cfiimiuTcial business of the world ia 
carricil on by value. Every purchase and 
sale of fnomh ia by vuhie, and it is the 
mere^-t Iriflinx with the common sense of 
the people to say that tiic dutifs can not 
be honestly collected wiien im))osed by 
ad valorem rates. In is 1*1, when the 
n.'mocrntic party struck boldly out for 
taritr rt lorm, President Polk urged ad 
valorem <lntieH on Congress. Secretary 
Kubcrt J. Walker jiressed upon Congress 
the importance of abandoning speoitic 
duties and making a tariff for revenue 
with ad valorem duties. The ^'reat tarifi' 
of 1646 bad not one specific duty in all 
its schedules. It brought such an excess 
of revenues to the Treasury that in 1857 
another tariff had to be made, still fur- 
ther reducing duties, and that, like the 
uuiff of 1846, was exclusively ad valorem. 

There have always been some Demo- 
crats who advocated specific duties, but 
they are protectionists. They were guard- 
ing the interests of certain classes, not the 
interest of the masses. The Democratic 
masses to^y are for ad valorem duUes, 
and to abandon that policy is to abandon 
the fight. 

"There is much food for thought in 
what Mr. Mills says," remarks the Rich- 
mond (Va.) State. " Tarifl taxes at best 
are far from being uniform. That system, 
therefore, which taxes each artidc ai - 
cording to its value ia the best and the 
most equitable."

SPECIFIC AND AD VALOREM 
DUTIES. 

since the introduction of tbe Wilson 
Taritr bill much has been heard about 
specific and ad valorem duties, and Re- 
publicans have condemned the action of 
the Democi ats in adopting the latter sys- 
tem. Hon. liog<'r (I Mills has printed in 
one of the New York papers an interest- 
ing letter in which he explains the differ- 
ence between ad valorem duties and 
specific rates on imported articles. 

The ad valorem system, he contends, 
informs every l iti/cn of tlic aiucunt of 
tax imposed on eacii article, while the 
specific system conceals It. For exam- 
ple, horscK may hv taxed $']0 per liead. 
If the horse wuie worth $10, it would bo ' 
300 per cent, and an unreasonable tax, I 
which would brinj; no revenue because' 
such horses could not be imported, but j 
it would protect the domestic raiser of 
such stock. We have that tax now un- 
der existing law, he continues, and it ex- 
chides all cow ponies and the Govern- 
ment loMt |be revenue it would get with 
a revMid^ dtity. The tax on the quan- 
tity—the specific article— conceals from 
the people the fact that it is 300 per 
cent, on the value. 

Another example given i.s that of i)earl 
buttons. The specific tax on these little
